Tragic irony surrounded the taking 
of a final drink by a Navy Petty Of- 
ficer, reports the Ontario Safety Lea- 
gue. He had several drinks at an 
establishment called “First and Last 
Stop”. Leaving there after midnight, 
he drove along Farewell Street at a 
speed higher than the mosted speed 
limit. He failed to heed a sign warn- 
ing of a dangerous curve, mounted 2 
curb, struck several trees and came to 
rest against a fence — surrounding a 
semetery.

“Over protection” of children from 
traffic hazards in school areas may be 
more dangerous than giving them no 
special protection at all, warns the 
Ontario Safety League. If children 
are overly protected in school areas 
they may develop an attitude of care- 
lessness that will make them less 
safety conscious, and so increase 
their vulnerability elsewhere. One of 
the essentials in protecting children 
from hazards is positive safety edu- 
cation, to develop alertness, good 
judgement and self-reliance,

LEAFY SPURGE 


There are upwards of 14 species in 
the Spurge family. Some are poison- 
ous and others distasteful to animals. 
Leafy Spurge is found in patches and 
Small infestations many counties 
of Ontario, It is considered one of 
our most troublesome and injurious 
weeds, reports the Field Crops Branch 
Ontario Department of Agriculture. 
Under the Canada Seeds Act it is 
«lassed as a prohibited weed seed in 
all grades of seeds. 

Leafy Spurge is a perennial with a 
persistence that gives it an excep- 
tionally long life.

2 lbs. acid in 100 gallons of water. 
‘This spraying must be continued for 
several years. Patches found any- 
where can be eradicated with soil 
sterilants such as Sodium Chlorate or 
other like chemicals. Badly infested 
fields should be sprayed by the first 
of June and then plowed up and culti- 
vated several times in order to bring 
the roots to the surface where they 
ean be dried out. Let new growth 
start in August and spray heavily 
about the first of September. Seed 
the field only to'a grass mixture in 
order that it can be sprayed for at

WATCH FOR FIRE 
IN HAY MOWS 


If your hay went into: the barn @ 
little tough this year, take this tp 
from safety expert, Hal Wright: 
Check the hay twice a week the first 
month and once a week the second 
month haying. The reason: 
Fire danger. 

The Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture engineer suggests you build a 
hay probe thermometer to properly 
do the job. Use a 10 foot length of 
4 inch electrical conduit or tubing. 
Rivet a sharpened hardwood point to 
the bottom end and drill 6 holes of 
3 inch “diameter within the bottom 
6 inches of the pipe . Lower a dairy 
therometer on a 12 foot cord to the 
bottom of the completed hay probe 
and you're ready to take the tempera- 
ture of your hay. 

“All that’s needed now is a plece of 
sponge rubber below the thermometer 
to act as a cushion and prevent break- 
age,” says Wright. 

When ready to use the probe, push 
it well down into the hay and leave 
it for 10 minutes: Then, pull out the 
thermometer and check the tempera- 
ture. Use these temperature guides: 

150 degrees F. Entering the dan- 
ger zone. Make temperature observa- 
tions daily. 

.160 degrees F. Danger! Inspect 
every 4 hours to see if temperature 
is rising. 

175 degrees F. Fire pockets can 
be expected.’ Call the Fire Depart- 
ment, pumper and wet down the hay. 

|185 degrees F. The pumper should 
be available since flames will develop 
when air comes in contact with the 
hot hay. ; 

.210 degrees F. Critical! 
almost sure to ignite. 

“*Workmen shouldn’t enter the mow 
alone or without ropes tied to their 
waists,” cautions Wright. “Fire poc- 
kets may have: developed and there 
is danger of men falling into them. 
Long planks can be placed across the 
top of the hay. Workmen can stand

START AUCTION SELLING 
AT STOCK YARDS 


Auction selling of cattle will be in- 
troduced on September 14 at the On- 
tario Stock Yards as a permanent me, 
thod of marketing cattle. The change 
over to auction will be gradual as fa- 
cilities are made available, according 
to G. H. Wilson, Chairman of the 
Ontario Stock Yards Board. : 

The Chairman stated that the seven 
commissions firms would present live 
stock for auction on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday of each week at 
the outset and that eventually mro- 
ducers would be able to have their 
respective firms auction their cattle 
on each market day. 

It is felt that the public market sys- 
tem is the most effective means of 
establishing prices and that it is im- 
portant that a large volume be main- 
tained on which competitive bidding 
can be carried on most effectively. 

Members of the Board feel that the 
entire industry benefits when @ 
steady supply of live stock is offered 
on the market daily. It is felt that 
this will attract buyers throughout 
the week thus avoiding early weekly 
heavy receipts demoralizing the price 
structure. 

Buyers will be encouraged to use 
the market as their chief source of 
supply of slaughter cattle. The On- 
tario Stock Yards which represents a 
$100,000,000 industry is operated at a 
cost of approximately 14 per cent of 
sales. Prices established at 
are reflected across Canada.

THIS MENTAL HEALTH KICK 


When we turned on the TV last 
night, there was another of those bor- 
ing dissertations on mental health, 

My son said, “Dad, what's this men- 
tal health kick that’s going 
That's all you hear these days!”

AGRICULTURE SEEKS ACCESS

The chief Canadian delegate to -the 
fifth world tariff conference called 
recently for “reasonable” access into 
Common Market countries for Can- 
dian agricultural products. 

H. B. McKinnon said agricultural 
trade was of particular concern to 
Canada because it represented more 
than 40 per cent of Canadian exports 


The last 15 years since the end of 
the Second World War, have seen 
tremendous advances in agriculture, 
especially in production, Mr. Woodley 
said. Production has increased 24 
times in that period he said. 

Three types of assistance are offer- 
ed to farmers at Ridgetown, agricul- 
tural school. ‘It operates an 80-acre 
experimental farm to improve ‘the 
status of agriculture through increas- 
ed production. Second — it attemp- 
ted to bring the results of this re- 
search to the farmers through the 
agriculture department's extension 
service.

Plant disease- 
free bulbs, removing the dry 
outer scales and examining the bulbs. 
Discard any that show disease symp- 
Don't plant in beds that show- 
ed disease the year before. Count on 
two years before the bed is free of 
disease, Sterilize infested beds if 
tulips must be planted there, using 
this system. Dig the bed with a fork, 
making sure that the soil is loose to 
a depth of 6 inches. Water the bed 
with a solution consisting of 1 gallon 
commercial formalin (37 per cent 
formaldehyde) per 40 gallons of wat- 
er. Apply half to 1 gallon of solution 
for very square foot of bed. Cover 
the bed with a tarpaulin or several 
thicknesses of wet newspaper for at 
least 2 days. Then re-dig the soil to 
allow for the escape of the formalin 
fumes. This may take about 10 days. 
Do not use this treatment in peren- 
nial borders, or where the chemical 
may damage the roots of adjacent 
shrubs. Avoid getting formalin on 
the skin and try not to breathe the 
fumes; it can be quite irritating to 
the eyes, nose and skin.

Kill Quackgrass 
This Fall 


You still have time to get rid of 
quackgrass this fall. John Curtis, 
of the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture Field Crops Branch says 
right now’s a good time for chemical 
quackgrass control. 

He says: “There will be little resi- 
due left in the spring to injure next 
year’s crop. Also chemicals seem to 
do an excellent job when applied in 
the fall.” 

Curtis suggests using dalapon at 10 
to 15 pounds. per acre in 100 gallons 
of water or amino triazole at 10 
pounds of product in 100 gallons of 
water. Apply chemicals only when 
the grass is growing actively. 

Follow up this treatment with a 
plowing 10 to 14 days later.
